the Result of Early Morning 


Blaze in Hotel. 


Majority of Victims Visitors to the Live Stock 


Show-Dense Smoke Prevented Es- 


cape-Bulldin 3 Condemned 


as a "Fire Trap. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—Fourteen persons, 


among the scores crowded into thc Lin- 
coln Hotel at 170 Madisnn street, met 
death shortly before 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing in a fire which will pas* into local 
history as one of thc moH horrible Chi- 
cago has ever experienced. 


Death came suddenly to a ft-w but with 


awful slowness to others who were pen- 
ned in the death trap and suffocated, or 
burned to death. Some died in their 
rooms, some chanced nil in jumping- 'll'd 
lost, while others were found in the hull- 
ways where they had expired with their 
finger* dug into the cracks of the floor. 


All of the bodies were recovered, as 


the hotel was not destroyed.

VICTIMS WliRli VISITORS. 


All but fourteen of the guests at t.hc 


hotel were out of town persons.. Moat 
of them en wo to Chicago to attend ihe 
inlcro.iliniuil live stock show. Up to 10 
o'clock last night guests were taken in 
at the hotel and in every room or place 
in which a cot could be erected it is said 
thcv were accommodated. The hotel was 
filled. 
At that lime a large number of 


stuck men w i t h their families were turn- 


from the building by means of the front 
tairway. 


MANY DIED IX THEIR BEDS. 
Many of the bodies were found in the 


beds in positions 
of slumber. Others 


were found in the hallways lying face 
downward in positions that mutely por- 
trayed how they had vainly endeavored 
to save their lives. Some were half clad 
and othcv« wore nothing but night clothi- 
ng. It was by means of articles and 
letters in the pockets of what little 
lothing some of the dead persons wore 
that many identifications were made. 


THE PROPRIETOR TALKS. 


F. A, Smith, proprietor of the hotel, 
aid: 


"I am certainly not to blame for this 


awful cutustrophe. Three weeks ago the 
agents of this building were notified to 
place a stairway in the rear of the build- 
ing, and also to build a fire wall around 
the freight elevator shaft In the rear. 
The contractors came and 
looked the 


building over, but 
nothing 
was done. 


Last night, our seventy rooms were all 
filled and I should judge that we hud 
about 1-Jo- to 150 guests. From what I 
citn learn the fire started in the rear of 
the building on the second floor. This

STARTED BY LIGHTED CIGAR. 
The tire started in the second floor, 


presumably from a lighted cigar dropped 
on the carpet. GucMs nrcupying upper 
rooms in the front part of the hotel, 
aroused 
by the M-rc.uiH or a woman, 


able to e.-eape down thc stairway, 


and about thirty peoph; reached safety 
by means of the tire escape. To add to 
the horror, liowevcr, this gave way while 
others were attempting to tseapc and 
three men were da.-hed to "death on the 
pavement of thc alley below. 


For the people in the rear there was 


new no escape save by jumping. Thc 
stairway was in Ihinies and the lire es- 
cape gone. 
Horror stricken faces appear- 


ed at the windows and cried frantically 
for help. 


Firemen cried back at them to wait 


until nets or matresfcs could be brought, 
and those who did in nmst ca-es escaped 
with flight injuries. P.ut some, crazed 
with fright, jumped to tin; pavement and 
were either killed or badly hurt. 


AWFUL SCI'.NE OF DEATH. 


\Vith great diflieulty the lire, although 


comparatively a small one, wan subdued, 
but it was some time before re.seuuw 
could penetrate 
the 
dense 
bank of 


smoke which filled thc place. It was an 
awful scene which met their ga/e. Thc 
dead of unconscious lying stretched on 
the floor*, and in some cases on their 
beds. Some had attempted to slip on ti 
garment before making for thc street, 
but had been overcome, but most oF them 
were in their night clothes. Every store 
and othor hotels in the vicinity was fill- 
ed with men and women who had escap- 
ed with only thejr night clothes. An in-

INADKQUATELY EQUIPPED. 


The- building is constructed of brick

cover smoke on the second tloor. It is 
believed that the fire began in thi-; sec- 
ti(,!i of the building.

The 
floors in places had cracks in them large 
large enough to drop » penny through 
and the smoke just sifted through and 
iuffocated the inmates of the rooms be- 
fore they had time to make their way 
into the hallways." 


A FORMER MILWAUKEEAN. 


MILWAUKEE, Dec. 4.—Edward Ton- 


er, of Milwaukee, onc of the victims of 
the Lincoln Hotel fire in Chicago today, 
was formerly a proof reader in this city. 
He moved to Chicago some time ago and 
had been employed in a similar capacity 
01. one of t.hc Chicago newspapers. 


M, M. Faniy of .Jaiiesvillc, Wis., an- 


other victim formerly conducted a sa- 
loon in that city, but moved to Chicago 
about a venr ago., 
, 


in the toncoln hotel, 17(5 Mndison street 
at 6 o'clock this morning. Little damage 
was done to the hotel, but the smoke 
was so dense that the persons who met 
their death were overcome anil died be- 
fore assistance could reach them. Many 
jumped from the fourth story windows 
or tried to save themselves by climbing 
down the fire escape in the front of the 
building only to lose their g'.'asp on the 
cold iron bars aud fall to thc atreot. Thc. 
persons sleeping in the renf of the build- 
ing on the top floori liad no chance lor 


make any statement and after he had 
siritred possession of the register, he was 
tiiki-n to the central station where he 
is being detained. 


A TKKIUBLE AWAKENIN'G. 


A short time after the fire was discov- 


ered mast ernation reigned on the upper 
floors. Mrs. Shenpard's son was one of 
the lirst to be awakened by the presence 
of smoke. He awakened his mother and 
both 
began screaming. Many • persons 


were thus warned of the danger and 
niauc their escape. The woman was so 
panic stricken, however, that she was 
not among the first to attempt to get 
out of the hotel and she was making her 
way into the most dangerous part of thc 
building when a fireman seized her and 
her son and conducted them to thc floor 
below where he dropped them out of a 
window. 


SOME NARROW ESCAPES.

CLAIMS_ MANY 


14 Deaths Due to 
Suffocation, 


the Result of Early Morning 


Blaze in Hotel. 


Majority of Victims Visitors to the Live Stock 


Show-Dense Smoke Prevented 'Es- 


cape—Building Condemned 


as a "Fire Trap. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—Fourteen persons, 


among the scores crowded into the Lin- 
coln Hotel at 176 Madison street, met 
death shortly before 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing in a fire which will pass into local 
history as one of the most horrible Chi- 
cago has ever experienced. 


Death came suddenly to a few but with 


awful slowness to others who were pen- 
ned in the death trap and suffocated, or 
burned to death. Some died in their 
rooms, some chanced all in jumping, and 
lost, while others were found in the hall- 
ways where they had expired with their 
fingers dug into the cracks of the floor. 


All of the bodies were recovered, as 


the hotel was not destroyed.

Three others, including one who died 


on the way to the hispital, had nor been 
identified up to noon. 


The victims were taken to Ralston's 


morgue and all day the place was filled 
with anxious people interested in the 
dead, or seeking to assure themselves of 
"the safety of friends or relatives. 


The building was a fire trap of the 


worst kind, according to experts. There 
but two exits, a narrow stairway lead- 
ing down the four tloors of the building 
arid an incomplctecl lire escape in the 
rear. 


STARTED BY LIGHTED CIGAR. 


The fire started in the second floor, 


presumably from a lighted cigar dropped 
on the carpet. Guests occupying upper 
rooms in the front part of tiie hotel, 
aroused 
by the screams of a woman, 


were able to escape down the stairway, 
and about thirty people reached safety 
by means of the fire escape. To add to 
the horror, however, this gave way while 
others were attempting to tseape and 
three men were dashed to 'death on the 
pavement of the alley below. 


For the people in the rear there was 


new no escape save by jumping. The 
stairway was in flames and the fire es- 
cape gone. Horror stricken faces appear- 
ed at the windows and cried frantically 
for help. 


Firemen cried back at them to wait 


until nets or matresses could be brought, 
and those who did in most cases escaped 
with slight injuries. But some, crazed 
with fright, jumped to the pavement and 
were either killed or badly hurt. 


AWFUL SCENE OF DEATH. 


With great difficulty the fire, although 


comparatively a small one, was subdued, 
but it was some time before rescuers 
could penetrate 
the 
dense 
bank of 


smoke which filled the place. It was an 
awful scene which met their gnr.f. 
The 


. dead of unconscious lying stretched, on 


the floor?, and in some cases on their 
beds. Some had attempted to slip on a 
garment before making for the street, 
but had been overcome, but most of them 
•were in their night clothes. Every store 
and other hotels in the vicinity was fill- 
ed with men and women who had escap- 
ed with only thejr night clothes. An in- 
vestigation will 
be made. A lire wall 


around the freight elevator and other 
precautionary alterations had been or- 


' dered some time ago, but the matter had 


been neglected. 


DEATH BY SUFFOCATION. 
. 


. 
Fourteen persans met death in a fire 


in the Loncoln hotel, 176 Madison street 
at 6 o'clock this morning. Little damage 
was done to the hotel but the smoke 
was so dense that the persons who met 
their death were overcome and died be- 
fore assistance could reach them. Many 
.jumped from the fourth story windows 
or tried to save themselves by climbing 
down the fire escape in the front of tht 
building only to lose their grasp on the 


' cold iron bars and fall to the street. The 


persons sleeping in the rear of the build- 
ing on the top floors had no chance for 


their lives. A narrow stairway leadin; 
to all floors of the structure was afire 
and the escape of the lodgers in the rear 
of the building was cut off. 
Firemen and 


policemen were not reticent in speakin 
of what they witnessed at the catastro- 
phe. The condemned the building a: 
"fire trap." Ambulances and patrol wag- 
ons from all parts of the city were-call- 
ed to the place, and the dead and injur 
ed were quickly attended to. 


VICTIMS WERE VISITORS. 


All but fourteen of the guests at the 


hotel were out of town persons.. Most 
of them came to Chicago to attend ihe 
international live stock show. Up to 10 
o'clock last night guests were taken ii 
at the hotel and in every room or placi 
in which a cot could be erected it is saic 
they were accommodated. The hotel was 
filled. At that time a Inrgc number o 
stock men u i l h their families were turn 
ed away. 
Shortly after the fire broki 


out the firemen rushed up the stnirwai 
into the place and began the work o 
rescue. Men. women and children were 
carried down ladders, fire escapes am 
smoke filled halls. 


FIREMAN SAVES WOMAi? • - 


In one instance a fireman of engine 


company No. 2 saved 
a 
womnn from 


running to the rear of the building to 
certain death on the fourth floor only to 
be forced to drop her from the third 
floor to the roof of the building at 178 
Madison street. The woman held her 7 
year old son in her arms. She wns Mrs. 
.1. Shcppard and ner son is named Fred- 
erick. She was then carried from -the 
roof of the building to the Brcvort House 
where a physician 
was summoned. 
It 


was found that their injuries were slight. 


INADEQUATELY EQUIPPED. 


The building is constructed of brick 


with but one stairway leading to the up- 
per floors and a fire escape in the front 
of the building. E. C. Weber, the night 
clerk, was one of the first persons to dis- 
cover smoke on the second floor. It U 
believed that the fire began in this sec- 
tion of the building. Weber refused to 
make any statement and after he had 
secured possession of the register, he was 
taken to the central station where he 
is being detained. 


A TERRIBLE AWAKENING. 


A short time after the fire was discov- 


ered consternation reigned on the upper 
tloors. Mrs. Sheppard's son was one of 
the first to be awakened by the presence 
of smoke. He awakened his mother and 
both 
began screaming. Many - persons 


were thus warned of the danger and 
made their escape. The woman was so 
pnnic stricken, however, that she was 
not among the first to attempt to get 
out of the hotel and she was making her 1 
wav into the most dangerous part of the 
building when a fireman seized her and 
her son and conducted them to the floor 
below where he dropped them out of a 
window. 


SOME NARROW ESCAPES. 


J. E. Herbert, 
of Salincville, 
Ohio, 


jumped from .the fourth floor where he 
had been sleeping. He struck 
on the 


roof of 178 Madison street near where 
Mrs. Sheppard fell. 
His right leg was 


broken and he suffered internal injuries. 
He was taken to the county hospital. 


W. J. Thomas, a mail clerk, of Cedar 


linpids; jumped through a window on the 
fourth floor and in his blind haste nar- 
rowly escaped falling to the street. 
Ho 


managed to make his way to the fire es- 
cape and climbed to the ground. Pre- 
vious to Thomas' escape, twenty-five to 
thirty persons had climbed down the fire 
escape to the street. All were in their 
night clothing. 


CIGAR STARTS BLAZE. 


. rom what could be learned from per- 


sons WJL0 escaped from the building it 
appears that the fire was accidentally 
started, probably by dropping a lighted 
cicar on the carpet in the hnllway on 
the second floor. The smouldering fiiv 
filled the building with heavy smoke and 
several suffocated and died in their beds. 


Allen Olderf, of Milwaukee, made n 


perilous descent from the fourth floor 
by scaling the wall Uy means of the iron 
shutters. Oderf stated that lie had seen 
at least a dozen persons on the top floor 
vainly endeavoring .to make their way 


rom the building by means of the front 
fairway. 


MANY DIED IN THEIR BEDS. 
Many of the bodies were tound in the 


oeds in positions 
of slumber. Others 


were found in the hallways lying face 
downward in positions that mutely por- 
trayed how they had vainly endeavored 
to save their lives. Some were half clad- 
and others wore nothing but night clotti- 
ng. It was by means of articles and 
ettcrs in the pockets of what little 
clothing some of the dead persons wore 
that many identifications were made. 


THE PROPRIETOR TALKS. 


F. A. Smith, proprietor of the hotel, 


said: 


"I am certainly not to blame for this 


awful catastrophe. 
Three weeks ago the 


agents of this building were, notified to 
place a stairway in the rear of the build- 


•and also to build a fire wall around 


the freight elevator shaft In the rear. 
The contractors came and 
looked 
the 


building over, but 
nothing 
was done. 


Last night, our seventy rooms were all 
filled and I should judge that we had 
about 125- to 150 guests. From what I 
can learn the fire started in the rear of 
the building on the second floor. This 
probably' accounts for the 
escape of 


guests who occupied front rooms on the 
upper floors. They had an opportunity 
to reach the stairway before the flames 
reached that part of the building, but 
the occupants of the rear rooms were 
cut 
'off by the flames. Most 
of 
our 


guests last night were persons who came 
to Chicago to visit the stock show and 
knew little of the building." 


SCORED BY FIRE CHIEF. 


Chief Musham, of the fire department 


said that it was the -worst fire he had at- 
tended during his career as a fireman 
and that so dense was the smoke that 
it was impossible to reach the imprison 
cd guests. 
When 'the firemen finally 


managed to make their way into the 
room the sight they saw was appalling 
Men and boys lay about the floors of the 
rooms and hallways where they had fall 
en in their eagerness to escape. "The 
building," said the chief, "was one of the 
worst fire traps I have ever seen. Tin 
floors in places had cracks in them largi 
large enough to drop a penny through 
and the smoke just sifted through and 
suffocated the inmates of the rooms be- 
fore they had time to make their way 
into the hallways."

His subjects, thirty-one in 
number are all treated with care, con- 
sideration and according to their impor- 
tance. There is nothing slighted and

in tow ear ferry No, 1, with twenty-six 
loaded cars on board, was caught be- 
tween Chicago and this port. The Fisch- 
er left South Chicago with her tow about 
ll o'clock in the morning, not having re- 
ceived 
warning 
of 
the 
approaching 


storm. 
Once outside Captain Fred John- 


son, a well known Kacine boy, command- 
er of the *ng. noticed storm signals go- 
ing ur> on land, hut he had seen the same 
signs'so many times and without result, 
that he concluded to keep on up the 
lake, being bound for Pcshtigo. It was 
smooth sailing until abreast of Waukc- 
gan, when the gale commenced anil every 
minute increased in violence. For a time 
it was questionable whether Jt would be 
advisable to turn tail and run for shel- 
ter. 


WAS A HARD PULL. 


The Fischer is one of the most power- 


ful boats of the kind on the chain of 
lakes. Captain Johnson knew this and 
also that she would stand any kind of 
a seaj but it was the loaded car ferry 
that bothered him. He knew that the 
storm was to be ft hummer and that it 
would never do to leave the ferry out- 


' side at anchor, for it would never stand

FERRY GETS THROUGH.

To the Senate and House of Representa- 


tives: 


' Wa still continue in a period of un- 
bounded prosperity. 
This prosperity is 


not tha creature of law, but undoubtedly 
the laws under-whlch wo -work have been 
instrumental in creating the conditions 
which made it possible, and by unwise leg- 
islation it wrjuld be easy enough to destroy 
It. There will undoubtedly be periods of 
depression. The wavo will recede, but the 
tide will advance. This nation is seated 
on 
a- continent flanked by two- great 


oceans-. It is composed of men the de- 
scendants of pioneers or, in a sense, pio- 
neers themselves—of men winnowed out 
from among the nations of the old world 
by tho energy, boldnass and love of ad- 
venture found in their own eager hearts. 
Such a nation so placed will surely wrest 
euccesa from fortune. 
As a peoplo we have played a large part 


;ln the world, and we are bent upon mak- 
ing our future even larger than the past. 
In particular the events of the last four 
years have definitely decided that for woa 
or for weal our place must be great among 
the nations, v/e may either fail greatly 
• or succeed greatly, but we cannot avoid 
'the endeavor from which either great 
failure or great success must come. Jivon 
if we would, we cannot play a small part. 
If wo should try, all that would follow 
would be that we should play a large part 
ignobly and shamefully. 
But our people, the sons of the men of

country. There are more deposits in the 
savings banks, more owners of farrna, 
more well paid waeeworfcere In this coun- 
try now than ever before in our history. 
Of course when the conditions have fa- 
vored the frrowth of so much that was 
good they have also favored somewhat 
the growth of what was evil. It is emi- 
nently necessary that we should endeavor 
ETcu? Jut thtaTril. but ictus keep a flue 
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nUnmn-ii 
fected in the slightest degree by a change 
In the tariff, save as such change Inter- 
fered with the'general prosperity of the 
country. The only relation of the tariff 
to big corporations as a whole is that the 
tariff makes manufactures profitable, and 
the tariff remedy proposed would be in 
effect simply to make manufactures un- 
profitable. 
To remove the tariff as a 
punitive measure directed agalr.st trusts 
would Inevitably result in rum to the 
weaker competitors who are struggling 
against them. Our 8.1m should be not by 
unwise tariff changes to give foreign prod- 
ucts the advantage over domestic prod- 
ucts, but by proper regulation to give do- 
mestic competition a fair chance, and 
this end cannot be reached by any tariff 
changes which would affect unfavorably 
all domestic competitors, good and baa 
alike 
The question of regulation of the 
trusts stands apart from the question of 
tariff revision. 
. 
Stability of economic policy must al- 
ways be the prime economic need of this 
country. This stability should not be fos- 
slllzatlon. 
The country has acquiesced 
in the wisdom of the protective tariff 
principle. 
It is exceedingly undesirable 
that this system should be destroyed or 
that there should be violent and raftioal 
changeY therein. 
Our past "Pfrience 
shows that great prosperity in this coun- 
try has always come under a protective tar- 
iff and that the country cannot ^prosper 
under flMul tariff changes at short inter- 
vals 
Moreover, if tne tariff laws as a 
whole work well and If business has pros- 
pered under .them and is prospering, it is 
better to endure for a time sfierht Incon- 
vTniences and Inequalities in some sched- 
ules than to upset business by too quick 
and too radical changes. It is most ear- 
nestly to be wished that we could treat 
thT tariff from the standpoint-solely of 
our business needs. It is,' perhaps, too 
much to hope tfcat partisanship may bo 
entirely excluded from consideration 
the subject, but at least It can be i 
secondary to the business, interests.^ 
country—that Is, to 


labor and -for capital, how to hi 
check the unscrupulous man. whether em- 
ploVer or employee, without weakening 
Individual initiative, without hampering 
and cramping the industrial development 
of the country, is a"problem fraught with 
great difficulties and one which It is of 
the highest Importance to solve on lines 
of sanity and farsighted common sense as 
welt as of devotion to the right This is 
an era of federation and combination. 
Exactly as business men flnd, they musi 
often work through corporations, and as 
It is a constant tendency of these corpora- 
tions to grow larger, so it Is often neces- 
sary for laboring men to work in federa- 
tions, and these have become important 
factors of modern Industrial life. Both 
kinds of federation, capitalistic and labor, 
can do much good, and as a necessary 
corollary they can both do evil. Opposi- 
tion to each kind of organization should 
take the form of opposition to whatever is 
bad In the conduct of any given corpora- 
tion or union, not of attacks upon cor- 
porations as such nor upon unions as 
such, for some of the most farreaching 
beneficent work for our people has been 
accomplished through both 
corporat.ons 
and unions.. Each must refrain from ar- 
bitrary or tyrannous 
Interference with 
the rights of others. Organized capital 
and organized labor alike should remem- 
ber that in the long run the interest of 
each must be brought Into harmony with 
the Interest of the general public, and the 
conduct of each must conform to the 
fundamental rules of obedience to the 
law. of Individual freedom ana of Justice 
and fair dealing toward all. Each should 
remember that in addition to power it 
must strive after -the 
realization 
of 
healthy, lofty and generous Ideals. Every 
employer, every wageworker, must be 
guaranteed his liberty and his risht to do 
as he likes with his property or his lAbor 
so long as he does not infringe upon the 
rtehts of others. It is of the highest im- 
portance that employer and employee 
alike should! endeavor to appreciate each 
tha viewpoint of the other and the sure 
disaster that will come upon boyi in tne 
long run if either grows to take as habit- 
ual an attitude of sour hostility and dis- 
trust toward the other. Few people de- 
serve better of the country than those rep- 
resentatives both of capital and labor— 
and there are many such-who work con- 
tinually to bring about a good understand- 
ing of this kind, based upon wisdom and 
upon broad and kindly sympathy between 
employers and employed. Above all, we 
need to remember that any kind of class 
animosity In ths political world is, If pos- 
sible even more wicked, even more de- 
structive to national welfare, thaji sec- 
tional, race or religious animosity.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Some of the 


figures presented in the detailed reports 
from the office of Superintendent Machen 
of the free delivery bureau of the post- 
office department are 
strikingly 
illus- 


trative of the effectiveness of the rural 
free delivery system in disseminating in- 
formation throughout the 
agricultural 


districts of the country. It has come'to 
be the opinion among students of5this 
system that-it -is the most effective 
now known to our government for im- 
proving the conditions of life in agricul- 
tural districts. : 
• - . ; • • 


In respect to the market reports; alone, 


the advantages to the fanners in thus 
securing the daily papers are of tremen- 
dous importance. It is shown that on 
8,413 rural free delivery routes in all the 
states and territories of.the union there 
were delivered during the past year 349,- 
204,211 separate pieces of mail. This is 
an avernge daily delivery of 132 pieces 
for every mail carrier on the different 
routes of the rural free delivery service. 
The average in the state of Wisconsin 
was 140 pieces for each carrier, for Min- 
nesota, 125 pieces. Iowa, 148, Michigan 
175 and the Dakotas about seventy-five 
pieces for each carrier. Iowa stands first 
in the list of states in regard to the num- 
ber of routes, having 771- 
Illinois is 


next with 708, New York 5fi2, Kansas 
474, 
Wisconsin 378, Minnesota 209. Of 


the number of pieces daily delivered on 
the rural routes, about 65 per cent, are 
papers, magazines and other periodicals.
